REMARKS 

Upon entry of this Submission, claims 1, 3-7, and 10-12 will be pending in the above- 
identified application. To expedite prosecution, Applicant hereby cancel claims 8 and 9. Claim 1 
is herein amended. New claims 10-12 are herein added. Applicants respectfully submit that this 
Submission is fully responsive to the Advisory Action dated September 1, 2006. 

Claim 1 was previously rejected under as being separately anticipated by Patten Jr. et al
